after those islands were “scuttled” by the United 
States would sadden the rest of us and astound E. Atkinson, G. 
Hoar, H. Watterson and others. We believe such views will never 
be taken. The flag will “stay put.” Our army has been fighting 
for peace long enough and hard enough to get it. The art of war, 
it is true, is not a gentle art. It lacks those little suavities that dis 
tinguish the function of five o’clock tea. ‘There is strong doubt 
among thinkers as to the feasibility of shooting insurrectionists with 
any sort of carefulness except carefulness of aim.

REFINING Fe WASHINGTON comes word that the
